The De-rating Commission and the Grain 
Growers' Commission, the Joint Committee 
on the Courts of Jastice Act, and the Inter- 
Dopartmental Committee on Coast Erosion 
are still pursuing their inquiries. The Joint 
Committee of the Dail and the Senate on the 
remuneration of deputies and senators has 
reported in favour of allowances for ex- 
abinet Ministers for a period not exceeding 
five years after they relinquish office; while 
the report of the Ports and Harbours 
Tribunal is about to be presented to the 
Executive Council. 

Mr. Blythe made the welcome announce- 
ment a few weeks ago that a Committee of 
Civil Servants is at work upon a simplified 
income tax code, which will bain to operate 
early next year; and a ticklish problem which 
still waits solution is: ' Who is to make 
the deficit in the Teachers’ Pension Fund ?”’ 
The Tariff Commission recommended a new 
import duty on down quilts, which was 
adopted by the Government, but decided 
against the application for a tax on fish 
barrels. 

WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 

The year saw important developments in 
the Irish Free State’s relations with other 
countries. Mr. McGilligan, Minister for 
External Affairs, is content with the results 
of his efforts at the recent Experts’ Confer- 
ence in London, but the report of the Con- 
ference—a closely guarded secret—will not be 
divulged for somemonthstocome. The Free 
State has sent Ministers Plenipotentiary to the 
Vatican. Paris and Berlin, and the Pope has 
appointed Archbishop Paschal Robinson 
Papal Nuncio at Dublin. The names 
of the French and German Ministers at 
Dublin are expected to be announced any 
day. Several commercial treaties with forei 
countries are being negotiated with the 
Governments concerned. The first trade 
treaty, that with Pcrtugal, was concluded 
some weeks ago. 
Missions to the United States, so fr 
in the old Irish Parliamentary Partv days. 
are coming into favour again. Mr. Desmond 
Fitzgerald, Minister for elonce. recently re- 
turned from a propaganda tour in that 
country, while Mr. de Valera will spend his 
Christmas there, partly to counteract Mr. 
Fitzgerald’s propaganda, and also to raise 
the balance of the capital for his projected 
daily newspaper. 

APPEALS TO PRIVY COUNCIL. 
The question of the Free State citizens’ 
right of appeal to the Privy Council has been 
left over for consideration by the next Im- 
yverial Confernce, according to the Prime 
Stason; but Mr. Blythe is not content to 
await the decision of the Imperial Confer- 
ence; for he has several times declared that 
the right of appeal to the Privy Council is 
dead. How far he will be supported by the 
other Dominions, who recognise that there 
are obligations due to the Commonwealth as 
well as benefits to be obtained from it, re- 
mains to be seen. ' Mr. Cosgrave indicated 
a month ago that the matter, with others. 
will be the subject of further consideration. 

NEW BILLS. 

There are a dozen new bills on the stocks 
for next year. The operation of the Betting 
Act has revealed a number of abuses, arising 
chiefly in the betting offices of the large 
cities. A measure, based on the recommen. 
dations of the Joint Committee of the Dail 
and the Senate, will be introduced, with a 
view to getting rid of these evils. 
The position of opticians in the Free State 
will be the subject of another bill, and a 
third important measure will seek to place 
loans for boats and gear for fishermen on a 
co-operative basis. 
The provision of a clean milk supply, the 
censorship of talking films and the regular- 
isation of savings banks, including the Post 
Office Savings Bank, will be the subject of 
other measures. A Town Tenants Bill will 
also be introduced. 
Matters which remain to be settled are the 
flotation by Mr. Blythe of the final instal- 
ment of his £15,000,000 loan, the transfer 
to Dublin of the Lane pictures, about which 
Ministers now speak optimistically ; the main- 
tenance of Irish lights, and the erection of a 
high-power broadcasting station at Athlone.

OBITUARY. 


COLONEL R. H. WALLACE. 

We regret to announce the death of 
Colonel the Right Hon. Robert H. Wallace, 
C.B.E.. C.B., D.L., which took place 
yesterday morning at his residence, Myra 
Castle, Downpatrick, Colonel Wallace, who 
was sixty-nine years of age, had not been in 
good health for several months, but he was 
able to attend the Morning Service in Down- 
patrick Cathedral last Sunday. a 

He was the son of the late Mr. William 
Nevin Wallace, D.L., of Downpatrick, and 
was born on December 14th, 1860. He was 
educated at Harrow and Brasenose College. 
Oxford, taking his B.A. degree in 1883 and 
M.A. three years later. He was called to the 
Bar of the Inner Temple in 1886, and 
admitted a solicitor in the High Court of 
Justice in Ireland in 1890. He was head of 
the firm of Messrs. Hugh Wallace and Co., 
solicitors, Belfast and Downpatrick. He had 
been agent for several important estates and 
owned landed property in the counties of 
Down and Armagh. He joined the Royal 
South Down Militia in 1879, and obtained 
the rank of lieutenant-colonel in 1898. He 
saw active service in South Africa in 1901- 
1902, where he commanded the 5th Royal 
Irish Rifles, and, in addition to being 
mentioned in despatches, gained the Queen's 
Medal with five clasps, and was created 
U.B. 
The late Colonel Wallace was a Deputy- 
Lieutenant of County Down, and in 1908 dis- 
charged the duties of High Sheriff of the 
County. During his absence in South Africa, 
in February,t 1902, a vacancy arose in the 
representation of East Down, and he was 
selected as Unionist candidate; but Mr. 
James Wood was returned by the small 
majority of 156. He was thirty-four years 
with the 5th R.LR., and in the South 
African War the battalion had charge of 
certain lines of communication. In this 
capacity he came into contact with many of 
the leading men on both sides, including 
Lord Kitchener and several of the 
column commanders, Christian De Wet and 
his brother, Piet Hertzog, ex-President 
Steyns brother and General Wessels. Before 
leaving South Africa Colonel Wallace re- 
ceived a very interesting letter from Christian 
De Wet thanking him for his kindness to 
himself, his family and his commandoes at 
the time of the surrender. The regiment 
took part in three of Lord Kitchener’s drives, 
and the '“&outh Downs” were the first to 
receive surrenders in the general surrender at 
the termination of the war. During the 
period of the Vereeniging Conference De Wet 
and his family resided in the refugee camp 
at Vredefort road in Colonel Wallace s juris- 
diction, and quite close to De Wet's own 
farm, and there were many opportunities of 
showing friendliness. Colonel Wallace had 
the honour of being selected to command the 
composite Royal Irish Rifle Battalion at the 
Coronation of King George in London in 
1911. He was the author of the Mi 
military song, ‘‘The South Downs,” whic 
he often sang at informal gatherings. 
The late Colonel Wallace took a prominent 
part in Ulster Unionism. He was a member 
of the Ulster Unionist Council since its incep- 
tion. He was for about twenty years Grand 
Master of the Belfast County Grand Orange 
Lodge, and for several years was Grand 
Secretary of the Grand Orange ah of 
Ireland. Also he was a prominent Mason, 
and was representative of the Grand Lodge 
of Columbia in the Grand a of Ireland

PROTECTION OF BIRDS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—If Senator Brown’s bill does nothing 
else, the debates have certainly caused 
astonishment to some of your readers. As 
regards, snipe, one of the Ministers has made 
a statement as to their movements to and 
from the Free State. It would be of interest 
to learn the source of his information. I 
leave to wiser heads than mine the pros and 
cons of the lapwing versus the flukeworm, 
but I venture to suggest that, if seventy per 
cent. of the winter lapwings are netted, it 
will not affect to any extent the numbers in 
the Free State next year. I think that most 
of the authorities agree that these birds’ 
movements are largely governed by climatic 
conditions. 
I note that quite recently a deputy has 
added a further list of birds to be protected, 
among the number being ‘‘swifts’’ and 
‘“stonehammers.”” The former bird has 
always struck me as particularly well able to 
look after itself, and not likely to fall a 
victim to the bird-limer during its approxi- 
mate sojourn of three months in this country. 
As to the “ stonehammer,”’ I cannot offer an 
opinion, and, so far as I am aware, no 
recognised work of ornithology contains any 
reference to this bird. 
The present bill appears to be one of hasty 
legislation, much of it based on what does 
not appear to be very trustworthy informa- 
tion. However, if the supporters of the bill 
show a want of knowledge of birds, it is 
certainly made up for by their sincerity.—

MR. SNOWDEN AND 
TARIFFS. 


QUESTION OF REPEAL.

A question put by Mr. Tout yesterday 

enabled Mr. Snowden to make his pro- 
mised statement to the House of Commons 
in regard to silk, sugar, McKenna and 
safeguarding duties generally. 
He said that it had been represented 
that business was being held up and em- 
ployment affected in consequence of un- 
certainty as to whether duties would be 
continued or not, and also because appre 
hension was felt as to what would be the 
position in regard to existng duty-paid 
stocks if the duties were removed in his 
next Budget. 

After careful consideration of the con- 
ditions under which silk and sugar duties 
were administered, he felt justified in 
saying that, in the event of their repeal, 
it would be necessary to take the excep- 
tional course of proposing some scheme of 
rebates to meet the position of holders 
of duty-paid stocks. He could not, how- 
ever, commit himself to the precise scope, 
extent or method of any such scheme. 

In the case of the McKenna and the 
safeguarding duties, the situation would 
be adequately met by the assurance that, 
if any were repealed, drawbacks on duty- 
paid exports would continue to be paid, 
as was done when the McKenna duties 
were ‘removed in 1924. 

UNCERTAINTY. 

Mr. Winston Churchill, amid Opposi- 
tion cheers and derisive laughter from the 
Labour benches, asked— Is the right hon. 
gentleman aware that, by his menacing 
statement, he has redoubled the anxiety 
and uncertainty of the trades concerned ? 

Mr. Snowden—I am aware that, if any 

uncertainty exists, it is entirely due to 
the policy of the late Chancellor. (Minis- 
terial cheers. ) 
When pressed by the Conservatives as 
to the effect of his statement on the motor 
car industry, Mr. Snowden replied that 
when the late Government reimposed the 
McKenna duties without a mandate from 
| the country, and without an hour s notice, 
they should have taken that into con- 
sideration. I have repeatedly impressed 
upon the House, he added, that uncer- 
tainty is always associated with tariffs. 
Those who clamoured for tariffs for their 
particular industries, and brought pres- 
sure to bear upon the Government to im- 
pose these duties, ought to have been 
' aware of the uncertainty they would cause. 
Replying to Mr. Remer, as to whether 
he would receive a deputation from the 
Silk Association, Mr. Snowden maintained 
that he had fully met the representations 
that had been made by the trade.

FIJI HURRICANE.

SIXTEEN LIVES LOST, 


Further information has now reached 
the Colonial Office in London regarding 
the hurricane which passed midway over 
the Fiji Islands on December 12th. So 
far as can yet be ascertained considerable 
damage was done in certain areas, and 
sixteen lives were lost. 

A number of buildings were levelled in 
the Island of Macuata, but elsewhere 
houses have not. suffered heavily. The 
damage to cocoanut and cane crops is not 
yet estimated. 

Three schooners and four cutters were 
wrecked, and heavy floods occurred on 
rivers in ‘four districts. There is a 
scarcity of food in certain areas. 

Relief committees have been set up to 
relieve immediate distress, and expendi- 
ture up to £5,000 from Government funds 
has been authorised.

The exact point where tie attempt was 
made was on a single track which runs 
on the embankment within 200 vards of 
ithe Purana Kila, the historic fortress 
built by Sher Shah in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. Here a heavy bomb was planted 
between the rails, under the edge of a 
sleeper. A length of insulated wire ran 
200. yards: to a spot at the foot. of the 
creystone bastion marking the corner of 
the fort. walls.. This was connected with 
é battery, about six inches square, which 
1s now in the hands of the police. 

The wire was buried over its full length 
about two mches deep, and there is every 
sign that the crime was not enly carefally 
planned and premeditated, but was 
carried out . by. persons having much 
roentific skill.

With reference to the Sudan, the Govern- 
ment had said that they would consider 
sympathetically a proposal for the return 
to the Sudan of one Egyptian battalion 
simultaneously with the withdrawal of the 
troops from Cairo. The Governor-General 
would have the power to remove the 
battalion if circumstances rendered it 
necessary. | 

The proposals also imposed a definite 
treaty obligation on Egypt to protect the 
lives and property of foreigners in Egypt. 
The Declaration of 1922 made a clean 
sweep of all inerference in the internal 
affairs of Egypt, and it was absolutely 
impossible to go back on it. Such a treaty 
as the Government contemplated would, 
especially in times of difficulty and danger, 
ensure the security of British communica- 
tions far more effectively than an occupa- 
tion enforced in the teeth of the opposition 
of the Egyptian people. Some weeks must 
elapse before Egypt, through its new 
Parliament, could signify its response to 
the offer that had been made to her; but 
the Government had confidence in the 
good-will of the Egyptian people, and 
_ believed that the new Government would 
reciprocate the spirit of friendship that 
had been extended by this country. (Minis- 
terial cheers. ) 

Sir Hilton Young (Conservative, Seven- 
oaks) held that the return of an Egyptian 
battalion to the Sudan would be most

SOME GRAVE DANGERBS. 

Mr. Churchill drew attention to the fact 
that whereas in July Mr. Henderson repu- 
diated the suggestion that negotiations had 
been going on behind the back of Lord Lloyd, 
then High Commissioner, he now stated that 
the negotiations began early in June. He 
sespectiully and earnestly submitted that the 
acceptance of the Treaty in its present form, 
and the withdrawal of British troops from 
Cairo, was far more likely to lead to the 
shedding of blood in Egypt, and a very tense 
and dangerous position in the Mediterranean 
than would occur if things went on more or 
less as at present. xo 

There is no doubt, he said, that it is both 
dificult and unsatisfactory to go on as we 
are, but we must be very careful in seeking 
what I may call juridical impeccability— 
(laughter)—-not to set in motion a train of 
events which may lead to shocking and 
sanguinary disaster. What would happen in 
Egypt when the British troops had evacuated 
Cairo and had taken up new sii-ations along 
the Suez Canal’? He thought that the very 
fact of separation from the Egyptian 
Army, and the taking up of opposite posi- 
tions at the extremities «f the lists, was 
pregnant with danger. It would mean an 
expression of antagonism, certain to ripen as 
the years went by. 


A DIFFICULTY. 

Once the British troops had retired from 
Cairo there would be no means of thwarting 
the Egyptian Government from any expat- 
sion or equipment of their Army that they 
might desire. And it was obvious that any 
substantial increase would require the send- 
ing of precautionary reinforcements to the 
British fossa on the Canal. 

It might be said that there was no doubt 
of our ability, if the worst came to the worst, 
to overcome, atid even to brush aside, any 
Egyptian Army, which might be set on 
foot. So long as we retained command of 
the sea we could advance on Cairo, win 
another Tel-el-Kebir, and enter the city. 
But was that the kind of situation they 
wished to see again’? ‘The proposal was like 
manufacturing explosives in a , retort. 
(Ministerial cheers.) 

He noticed that Lord: Thomson had re- 
marked significantly that armoured cars could 
reach Cairo from the Canal zone in six hours, 
provided, he supposed, that the road had not 
seen broken up. (Laughter.) 
the plan of the Government to keep an 
adequate mobile force of mechanical vehicles 
in the Canal zone for the purpose of advanc- 
ing on Cairo? if they were to be left in 
England until the emergency arose, Lord 
Thomson's words had no meaning. 


CAUSES OF FRICTION. 

The Government should ‘provide that there 
should, not be compulsory military service 
unless some great emergency should arise. 
No ofte who knew anything about Kgypt 
could pretend that all serious causes of 
friction and sources of suspicion would be 
disposed of by this Treaty. He pointed, as 
one cause of continual friction, to the British 
occupation of the Sudan. 

To talk about conciliating Egypt, he added 
warmly, and gratifying Egyptian sentiments, 
and brushing away all causes of friction and 
suspicion, without ceding them, at the very 
least, an equal share in the administration of 
the Sudan, is folly. Either you must be 
prepared to cede full Egyptian claims about 
the Sudan, or you must be prepared to face 
continual quarrelling. Re 

Continuing, Mr. Churchill maintained that 
the Egyptians would only accept the Treaty 
as an instalment, and as a means of ‘helping 
them towards their goal. Henceforward we 
should be without the power or the influence 
to prevent things from going wrong in Cairo, 
but we should, nevertheless, be heid account- 
able for the safety of foreign nationals. Yet 
we should have no leverage at our disposal 
except thé naked threat of invasion and re- 


occupation.

POPE -PIUS AND HIS 
JUBILEE YEAR. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE: 
LATERAN TREATY. | 
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FROM Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

ROME, Monday: 
The Pope. has issued a new Encyclidal 
dealing With hid Jubilee, and expressing the 
satisfaction that he derived from the celebra- 
{ions and the effects produced. The Encycli¢gal 
also deals with the work of the “ Catholic 

Action ” organisations. i 

THE ROMAN QUESTION. | 
The Pope begins by recalling his priesthood 
and his ofdination filty years ago in the 
Church of St. John Lateran; and enumerates 
the consolations received during his Jubilee 
year. The greatest event this year affecting 
most nearly the Apostolic See and the proper 
mission of the Sovereign Pontiff has been the 

solution of the Roman question. 


fo this question in his first Encyclical, issued 
after his ascension to. the _Pontificate, 
and emphasises the “marvellous ways 
Providence in fufilling his predictions.” 


PROMISES FOR THE FUTURE. 

The Pontiff further emphasises the high 
religious spirit of the Lateran Treaties cop- 
cluded on February 11th, 1929. whereby the 
Treaty itself is indissolubly joined to the 
Concordat. He rejoices over the results of 
such an unexpected event. not only in Italy, 
but throughout the world. dwelling on the 
good effects for the present. and still better 
promises for the future of Italy, as well as 
for society in general, i 

His Holiness then deals with the cohcordats 
concluded this year with Portugal, Rumania 
and Russia, and also the intercourse with the 
Fastern Churches. which are gradually coming 
closer to Rome. Enumerating the important 
works carried out during the Jubilee year, the 
Pope mentions the parochial churches erected 
wherever they were needed. the institutes for 
training the clergy, especially the Russian, 
Czecho-Slovak. Ruthenian and _ Brazilian 
clergy. He alluded to the centenaries cele- 
brated this vear, which were already men- 
tioned in the allocution delivered at the 
Secret. Consistory of December 16. 

ALLUSION TO GREAT BRITAIN. 

Speaking of Great Britain, Pope Pius says: 
“The way in which our dearest children, 
England, Scotland. and Ireland, second to 
none in their fervid attachment to the faith 
and their pious ardour. particinated in the 
fiftieth anniversary of our priesthood. was 
wonderful. The centenary of liberty granted 
to English, Scotch. and Irish Catholics was 
celebrated with splendid display to an in- 
credible concourse of people. © They: were 
commemorating the freedem of Catholics who 
in former times were persecuted and cruelly 
mal'treated, and in later and better times were 
still deprived of their civil rights. 

‘Finally. as the result of the force of 
public opinion. those riehts were restored. 
and English. Scotch, and Irish Catholics were 
free to profess their own religion. We were 
very glad to see them celebrating such an 
event, without accusige anyone of past in- 
justices, but rather studving the best means 
of ntilisine their regained liberty in a faithTu! 
and bhreader intervretation of the Jaw of 
Christ for the public good, and with due 
submission to civil power.” 

JURILEE EXTENDED. 

The Pope adds that he was very glad that 
he could join in a tangible way in the 
eentenarv celebrations of British Catholics 
hv including in the list of blessed ones “' that 
valorous contingent of men who during the 
long persecution of the Catholies foncht for 
the canse of Christ and the Church. and 
av ffered martvrdom in order to defend the 
Pontificial authority.”’ 

His Holiness then mentions other martvrs 
elevated during his Jubilee vear. and recalls 
the numerous pilgrimages which have of late 
come to Rome, thns demonstrating a 
universal revival of religious sentiment. He 
renders thanks to God for such a reawakening 
of spiritual life, and concludes by prorogating 
his Jubilee to the end of next June.

“TOO MODEST.” 


A LIBERAL COMMENT. 


Sir Herbert Samuel (Liberal, Darwen) 
thought that the Foreign Secretary had been 
too modest in seeking to disavow the 
accusation that we had initiated the negotia- 
ions, and in persuading the House that these 
were pressed upon him by the Egyptians. 
It would have been greatly to his credit, 
added Sir Herbert, if he had initiated these 
negotiations, and I regret that he did not 
do so. 

Continuing, Sir Herbert agreed that there 
were risks in a policy of this character, and 
then, turning warmly to Mr. Churchill, he 
said, “He is always dealing with world 
affairs in terms of strategy, of troops, and 
of war, and very little in terms of friendship 
and co-operation between peoples, and that is 
the spirit which holds back the progress of 
mankind. Are there no risks in letting things 
go on as they are? For my own part, 
| prefer to take the risks that come from 
good-will and co-operation. He criticised 
some phrases used by Mr. Henderson as likéiy 
to create a wrong Impression in Egypt, and 
expressed the view that it was most desirable 
in the interests of the Empire as well as of 
Egypt that the draft. Treaty should be 
carried into effect. He thought that the 
Government had gone to the furthest point 
to which they could go in meeting the desires 
of the Egyptian people. There appeared to 
be no margin for further extension ; least of 
all was there any margin for extension with 
regard to the Sudan. If the Egyptian 
Government saw fit to concur in the pro- 
posals of the Government, he believed that 
it would be found that a great majority of 
the House would support the Govertiment. 
(Cheers. ) 

Sir R. Rodd (Conservative. St. Marylebone) 
generally supported the Government pro- 
posals, but criticised their action on points 
of detail. | 

Captain E. N. Bennett (Labour, Cardff 
Central) described Mr. Churchill’s speech as 
mischieyous and deplorable from start to 
finish.

The discus- 
sion was limited to the function of the pro- 
posed Conference in London. It was pointed 
out that. any. member of .that Conference 
would bé freé to ddvocate any proposals, and 
that any measure of unanimity at the Con- 
ference would necessar.iy carry weight with 
British opinion. 

On behalf of the Congtess party, the view 
was expresséd that unless previous assur- 
ances were given by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment that the purpose of the Conference Was 
to draft a scheme for Dominion status. which 
His Majesty's Government would .undertake 
to support, there would be grave difficulty 


ebout Congress participation. 

His Excellency made it plain that the 
Conference was designed to elicit the greatest 
possible measure of agreement for the final 
proposals, which it would be the duty of His 
Majesty's Government to submit to Parlia- 
ment, and that it was impossible for him 
or for His MajesLy s Government, in any way 
to prejudice the action of the Conference, or 
to restrict the liberty of Parliament. 

The conversation then concluded.

THE FULL DESTINY OF 
INDIA. 


Lord and Lady Irwin proceeded from 
the station to the new magnificent 
Viceroy’s House, where they received an 
address from the New Delhi Municipality, 
who were then unaware of the attempted 
vutrage. | 

In his reply the Viceroy said: “The 
wheel of time has come round, and once 
more has placed the centre of Impérial 
rule in Delhi. The buildings which sur- 
round us here have seven generations of 
Delhi cities behind them. I can pay no 
higher compliment to Sir Edwin Lutyens 
and Sir Herbert Baker, the architects of 
New Delhi, than to say that their work 
challenges comparison with the greatest -f 
the memorials which the architects of the 
an¢ient empites havé bequeathed to us 
here. Indeed, they are a worthy setting 
for the labours of those whose task it will 
be, under Providence, to achieve the full 
destiny of India among the Dominions: of 
the Empire. 

A SMILING GARDEN, 

“ I trast that the qualities of unity of 
design and beauty, joined to Vigotr in 
execution, may ever be reflected in the 
work of those who labour here in the 
service of India. I believe that by some 
of its detractors New Delhi has been 
named the Desert City. «Its worst enemy 
must now find some new epithet, . for 
where he prophesied a desert he now finds 
a smiling garden.” 


DOMINION STATUS. 


CENTRAL COMMITTEE’ 
DEMANDS. 


The Indian Central Committee ap- 
pointed by the Council of State, following 
the decision of the Indian Legislative 
Assembly not to have anything to do with 
the Simon’ Commission, in their report 
issued yesterday, put forward what 
are described as ‘‘India’s minimum 
demands.’’ These are as follows :— 

“We demand an explicit declaration on 
the part of the British Pagtuament that 
full Dominion status for India is the goal 
at which it aime. 

“We demand further that an imme- 
diate and substantial step should be taken 
towards the attainment of that goal by 
the conferring on the provinces of a 
Liberal measure of atitonomy, and by 
making the Government of India respon- 
sible to its Legislature, in accordance with 
our detailed recommendations. 

“ Lastly, we demand that provision 
should be made in the Government of 
India Act, which will enable the above 
goal to be reached without the necessity 
for further inquiries by Statutory Com- 
missions or other agency.’’ 

NO HALF-WAY HOUSE. 

After a joint free conference with the 
Simon Commission, the Committee 
travelled through India and Burma, and 
held joint sittings for six weeks in 
London with the Commission. 

“We are convinced,’’ added the Com- 
mittee, “that there is no safe half-way 
house between an immediate advance on 
the line which we have indicated in our 
report and an ultimate surrender by the 
British Government. after years of agita- 
tion and bitterness, to India’s insistent 
demand,”’ 

The Committee recommend that the 
present electorate should be doubled 
immediately, that one-third of the adult 
population should be compulsorily en- 
franchised in 1941, two-thirds in 1961, 
and the whole in 1961. 

GOVERNMENT'S POWERS. 

With regard to the relations between the 
Secretary of State and the India Office, 
the Committee propose that among the 
powers to be transferred to the Govern» 
ment of India should be that of raising 
loans,’ recruitment of the services, the 
appointment of representatives to inter- 
national Organisations, such as the Leagne 
of Nations, and that the Council of the 
Secretary of State should be abolished. 
Should the Council be retained it shonld 
be reconstituted in such a way that half 
the members are Indians, elected from 
the members of the Central Legislature.

Mr. William Graham, President of the 
Board of Trade, made the following state- 
ment last night regarding the Coal Mines 

ill:— 

“I think it is important that there should 
be no misunderstanding regarding the future 
of the Coal Mines Bill, The Government 
will, of course, proceed with the further 
stages of the bill, The following is a sum- 
mary of Government policy and Government 
decisions regarding the bill, and the commit- 
tee stage will be undertaken at. the earliest 
possible moment after the resumption follow- 
ing the Christmas recess. 

AMALGAMATION SCHEMES. 

“AA clause will be inserted in the bill 
appointing Commigsioners for the purpose of 
framing schemes of amalgamation in diffe- 
rent parts of the country. It- may be done 
by amendment of the 1926 Act by strengthen- 
ing that legislation, the whole object being, 
of course, to aceelerate the process of amalga- 
mation. Such schemes will, in all pro- 
bability, be submitted to the Railway and 
Canal Commissioners as under that legisla- 
tion, and if approved would come into opera- 
tion. 

““On the point of added walues applied to 
pits, either under quota schemes in operation 
or to be introduced under this bill, it would 
be a direction to such Commissioners fram- 
ing amalgamation schemes to have regard to 
that consideration. The Government adhere 
to the view that all the statements regarding 
large increases in the price of coal due to 
this bill are without foundation. They will, 
however, consider further steps to protect 
the public as regards the price of coal] at 
the pithead under the proposals of the bill. 

RETAIL PRICES. 

‘Concerning retail prices of coal and the 

gap between pithead and retail prices, the 
Government intend. as soon as possible to 
pass legislation setting up a Consumers’ 
Council, covering the necessaries of life, in 
the main food and fuel, and under that legis- 
lation to take effective steps for the protec- 
tion of consumers or the general public on 
the retail side. 
_**There is no objection whatever to the 
insertion of a time limit for the marketing 
schemes, or schemes for the regulation of 
output and disposal of coal under this bill. 
If amalgamation of pits is accelerated on the 
lines suggested these schemes would, for that 
reason alone, require reconsideration. Even 
with a considerable amalgamation of col. 
lieries in this country marketing schemes 
would still be required, but in any event 
provision will be made to meet that point in 
suitable amendment of the proposed legisla- 
tion.”’ 


MEETING THE LIBERAL 
DEMAND, 


EFFECT OF MR. GRAHAM'S 
STATEMENT. 


The Press Association Lobby Correspondent 

says :—Ilt is obvious that Mr. Graham’s state- 
ment provides a much more detailed answer 
than was given by the «iove:nment in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday last week to 
the questions put by Sir Herbert Samuel on 
behalf of the Liberals.

come into operation ? ” ‘* Are they prepared 
to secure that. 1f powers are given to bodies 
to cohtrol prices, to fix prices, that there 
shall be a really effective control of prices im 
the public interests ?” “' Are they prepared 
to make the provisions of the present bill 
regarding marketing quotas, prices, and so- 
forth, temporary, merely to tide over a 
difficult period, with a time limit and a 
sho:t-time jimit ? ”’ 

These até the questions to which answers 
are giver in Mr. Graham’s statement, and it 
will be seen that the Government has gone 
u long way to meet the Liberal demands.

He took the opportunity to express the 
gratitude of His Majesty’s Government to 
the Norwegian Government for having 
undertaken the charge of British interests 
for two and a-half years. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain associated him- 
self fully with the tribute of gratitude. 

The Foreign Secretary added that the 
British Embassy in Moscow was at present 
housed in a hotel.

Stocks opened easy and _ sporadic rallies 
brought cut fresh offerings, active issues early 
declining 1 to 12 points. Wall street tound 
many reasons to explain the decline, but other 
observers believe that, having recovered 
nearly forty per cent. of the ground lost in 
the October-November break, thé market is 
following the traditional course of all major 
declines. An interesting development of the 
day was the publication of a statement by the 
President of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, who said that it is confidently expected 
that after the turn of the year operations in 
the steel industry will substantially improve 
in heavier productions. Prospects that the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission’s revised 
consolidated plan will meet serious opposition 
probably inspired some of the selling in Rail- 
roads. Finaeily, prices regained a substantial 
portion of their earlier Sa on extensive 
covering. Otis Elevator declined 10, American 
and Foreign Power, Atchison Topeka, Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna, General Electric, New 
York Central and Simmons Co. 4 to 5, and 
American Can, American Telephone and Tele-
